"I believe fully twonty-flve set* of 
harness have been stolen and wan. 
every one who has bought harness 
from a negro or any one else not a 
harness dealer, lo come lo my office 
and look at Polk,” Chief Collins 
statud at the hall. "We believe w-e 
have made an important rapture and 
will investigate the case thoroughly." 

Rufus Sullivan, residing on Ken- 
lucky avenue, was arrested this morn¬ 
ing on suspicion of being warned for 
the same charge. He answers a de¬ 
scription furnished by a man who lost 
harness, but Chief Collins does not be¬ 
lieve he is guilty.

Paducah needs a new city hall. 

Till* fact Is so apparent that the 
majority of chitons have taken it for 
granted and forgotten about it. (Not 
only is the present building unsightly, 
but it ia too small and the proposed 
plans for remodeling the interior were 
I abandoned, because It almply has no* 
the cnpaelty to accommodate the tAty’s 
business. 

A 

This especially ts noticeable on the 
second floor, where the city auditor, 
city treasurer, city clerk and tax cor- 
J lector are all crowded Into two little 
ante-rooms, which together would be 
not more than sufficient lo accommo¬ 
date any one of the officials conven¬ 
iently. 

Tho auditor, clerk and treasurer 
haw numerous large hooks, la-sides 
other records, which they must keep 
open to citiaens at all times, and 
among these books the officials and 
their assistants must work. As the 
city grows older and larger these 
records necessarily accumulate until 
soon their disposition will be a 
(roblera. 

Several plans for remedying the con¬ 
ditions have been suggested. The 
city owns property to the cast of the 
building on which a row of old frame 
structures now stand. The building 
might be extended by the addition of 
an east wing but that would neceasl 
tate the complete alteration of the In¬ 
terior of the present structure. Th. 
offices now are so' situated that they 
eouid not be arranged in suites with 
the rooms of an addition, and the ad¬ 
ditional space would not be available 
without tearing out the interior. 

The city hall is a cheaply construct¬ 
ed affair and objection would be made 
to spending any more money on it. 
It Is suggested that as the city has 
sufficient property at Fourth streqt 
and Kentucky avenue a new city hall 
might be built there. 

Some of the city officials object to 
this because the city has grown past 
that section, and It Is neither conven¬ 
iently nor attractively loratod A lo¬ 
cation more In the heart of Paducah, 
as she Is growing, Is advocated by 
those »Tio object to the erection of a ! 
handsome buJdlng In a neighborhood 
where It would never appear to tho 
best advantage. 

A Joint Building 

City Treasurer J. J. Dorian has <t 
scheme In mind: That of the city 
and county going together and erod¬ 
ing a Joint county and-municipa) 
building on the court house site. 

"In that way." said Mr Dorian 
"wo could have a fine building at a 
minimum cost on ihe court house lot. 
one of the handsomest and best lo¬ 
cated in Paducah I think terms cao 
easily he arranged The court house 
rould occupy one side and the city 
hall the other side. I ran see no ob¬ 
jection to such an arrangement." 

Another plan Is the purchase from 
the school board of Ihe Ixmgfellow 
school property at Fifth street and 
Kentucky avenue. The school board 
la trying lo sell the property. The 
school is a better appearing building 
than the city hall, and If it ran not he 
utilised it is argued that the corner 
offers a suitable site for a city hall fot 
generations to come

cued her from a hand of Irate club 
women h add by Mrs. Cblvvis.vhero 
Is no telling how the eonfereuee 
might have ended Mise (tasey's re¬ 
marks apparently stirred the wrnth 
of some of the rluh women, who 
have been roping with the servant 
glr! problem, and when the confer¬ 
ence was over they made a charge 
on Miss Casey. Bring a rapid volley 
of qnesrlons, rross-quesllons aud ar¬ 
guments at her until the poor girl 
was overwhelmed. Mrs. Chevvls, 
heading the charge with wild gestir- 
ulatlona, ordered the working girls 
“berk to the kitchens.** which the 
said wore yawning for them, and of¬ 
fered a panan a fro all the troubles 
of the working girls depleted It Miss 
Casey's clever address. 

Lose* Her Temper. 

"We have been ridden to death by 
the working girls." declared Mrs. 
Chevvls. "Why don't yon come Into 
our homes where you can get good 
weighs. excellent hoard, a fine home 
and easy hours?" 

Miss Casey replied thst most 
working girls were not competent to 
do housework, did not like to do 
housework, and, besides, did not In¬ 
tend to run homes for women who 
were Incompetent or too laxy |o run 
them for themselves. Olrls working 
In factories coued not afford to lay 
off long enough to hunt a berth In i 
on- of those rosy homes pictured by 
Mrs. Chevvls. 

"Not time enough to look for 
work?" exclaimed Mrs. Chevvls,with 
an expresalve throwing out of her 
arms. "Why. we would go right Into 
factories and take you into our 
homes If you would come We are 
paying $6. $10 and $12 a week for 
servant girls, but because of your 
stubborn pride you prefer 10 click, 
dick, weeds after week. In your smel¬ 
ly work.Imps and eat poor food.”

Continuing Mr. Rosslter said that 
a contract had been sigued by tbe 
railroad and the coal company and 
the stock was giveu in consideration 
of the contrart.
